PETER CERNOKUS 
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SOME VIVID MEMORIES 
ABOUT THE OPERETTA 
“MERRY WIDOW” 
AND PRINCE DANILO. 


The following was submitted by Nicholas A. Kovacevich. 
The author, Nikola Radovich, lives in Carmel and was 
born in Risan, Jugoslavia. We thank them both for 
sharing this material with us. 


Author’s Note; 

This article is based on memories of my cousin (Mrs Dosa 
Katurich of San Francisco, native of Yugoslavia), which 
she shared with me during continuing conversations 
that l held with her. It is also based on historical facts. 


In 1899, Dosa, my cousin, was only four years old 
and today still remembers vividly when King Nikola of 
Montenegro visited her Uncle Andro (Andrew) in Risan. 
They had been friends for many years because Captain 
Andro organized King Nikola’s little fleet after Monte¬ 
negro haawon the war ofl877/78 against Turkey. As a 
result of this victory, he was granted an access to the 
Adriatic Coast from Albania to Boka-Kotorska, which 
was then Austro-Hungarian territory. 

From there the King used to come to Boka-Kotorska 
and Dosa remembers his yacht, “Zmay” (the Dragon) 
anchored in front of her Djurkovich’s home. Accompany¬ 
ing the King was his Adjutant, Slavo, brother of Andro. 
They were welcomed by Dosa’s father, Alex Djurkovich. 
She also remembers the big dinner — the King and her 
uncle seated side by side at the head of the table — (“not 
even a King could sit in her uncle’s chair in his place,” 
said Dosa). 

When the King and Slavo got home to Cetinje (the 
Capital), the King discussed with the Adjutant, Slavo, 
about sending his oldest son, Danilo, age twenty, on an 
orientation trip to visit the west of Europe in the com- 

C of Slavo, a well-educated man who spoke several 
o iages. 

^Slavo and Danilo went on the trip. They stopped in 
Paris, which attracted nobles from many countries. 
Danilo was tall and remarkably attractive, a Crown 
Prince from the Balkans. One evening they were invited 
to a party given by a young widow living in Paris. Her 
name was Sonia, the wealthiest woman of Moravia 
(today Moravia is part of Czechoslavakia).At the parties 
she was usually besieged by fortune hunters and appar¬ 
ently there was rivalry among them. Danilo was notone 
of the fortune hunters, but Sonia liked him and appar¬ 
ently jealousy developed among her hunters, and rumors 
among journalists. Depending on the rumors alone they 
had plenty of material to make reports to the news¬ 
papers of the world about the “scandalous doings of 
Prince Danilo and the Merry Widow.” 

This was an opportunity which proved to be most 
profitable for the composer from Vienna, Franz Lehar, 
who took advantage of the situation and wrote his most 
successful opera, “the Merry Widow” (die Lustige Wit- 
we), the famous operetta of 1905. 

Danilo was not ready for marriage. His vacation was 
only for cultural and educational purposes.The so-called 
“scandal” had disturbed his father because of Political 
and personal reasons. The King’s pride was hurt by the

behavior of the journalists and Franz Lehar, and as soon 
as Danilo and Slavo arrived home, the Adjutant Slavo 
was dismissed from his duty to the King for not taking 
proper care of Prince Danilo. 

Since Captain Slavo had previously served in Russia 
for a longer time on the Black Sea, and had been Com¬ 
mander of the frigate “Potemkin” in the War of 1877/ 
78, he went back to serve the Tsar with the rank of 
Colonel in his Guard. 

Then King Nikola took action against the composer, 
Franz Lehar. He felt that Lehar in another situation, if 
perhaps it were a question of a Hapsburg Prince, would 
not dare to take such advantage, and would not want to 
draw public attention to a young Prince’s inexperience. 
For this reason the King took him to the International 
Court for damaging his kingdom’s reputation and ex¬ 
posing his son to mockery on the stage. But the case 
was lost and this was not unexpected because relations 
between Austro-Hungary and Montenegro were bad and 
worsening after the War of 1877/78. Austro-Hungary 
did not like to see growing Russian influence in Medi¬ 
terranean waters. 


Next month we will continue this material with a brief 
look at King Nikola and his family , plus a more detailed 
biography of the composer Franz Lehar. 
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— a little information about last month’s 
"Kalifomski Kontest” city. 


The following note and sketches were sent to 
us by Professor Francis Violich, winner of the 
“Kalifomski Kontest” for September. 


Dear Prijetelji at YACO, 

I’m responding promptly to recognizing as 
Rab, the town on the cover of the Kalifomski. 
I had only to check my first impression that 
this surely was Rab, by looking at sketches I 
did there in 1981 ana a small poster on my 
wall that I picked up on my first trip to Dal¬ 
matia in 1937. Having drawn the profiles of 
those towers several times I could recognize 
them even in the rather dark photo. Actually 
the main campanile was covered with scaffold¬ 
ing, but I left that off. 

I’ve made reduced size copies in case you 
want to liven up the following issue with them. 
My visit there was part of the case studies of 
Dalmatian towns and villages I had done on 
Brae, Hvar, Korcula and Peljesac, using what 
I call an “urban reading” method. YACO 
members will know about that through several 
slide lectures I gave some years ago. I’m now 
writing on this and other aspects of Dalmatia’s 
urban history and how this has led to a certain 
uniqueness of each urban place and a strong 
sense of identity with it on the part of those 
who live there, as well as those who have left. 
1 hope for a book next year. 

I hope to get into YACO meetings again, 
now that we nave our house at La Selva off 
the rental market and kept for our own use. 
Puno pozdravi to my YACO friends.

PS — Looking at the photo again, I recall that 
early morning arrival — 5 a.m. — from Zadar 
and debarking onto the Obala while the entire 
town was still sound asleep and locked up tight. 
It’s a wonderful place full of rich visual corners 
like a great old house, and with such a variety 
of views out to the harbors, the sea and pine- 
scented shores. 



Rab 

A small town on an island bearing the same name. 



The island passed under Roman sway towards the 
end of the republican period, a Roman fortified naval 
base established during the reign of Augustus. Few 
Roman remains have come to light. The island was 
joined to Byzantine Dalmatia, then claimed by the 
medieval Croatian state. From 1000 until the early 15th 
century Venetian and Hungarian-Croatian masters 
succeeded one another, Venice finally gaining control in 
1409 and maintaining it until her fall. In the 10th and 
11th centuries Rab enjoyed a certain amount of 
municipal autonomy like other medieval Dalmatian 
towns, most of its major architecture and art dating 
from this period (11th to the 15th centuries). Plague 
epidemics on two occasions in the mid-15th century 
decimated the population, and led to a decline so that 
in the 17th and 18th centuries Rab almost ceased to 
exist. The town did not begin to revive until the early 
20th century, the tourist trade contributing largely, 
although the population of Rab town, now an important 
Adriatic resort — is only a fifth of what it was in the 

14th Century. (—from "Treasures of Yugoslavia)
